CARELESS PEOPLE PAY 


Determining the cost of insurance—technically called rate 


making—is a subject not sufficiently under stood by the pub- 
lic. 


Rates on various classes of property are based on the law 


of averages resulting from the observation of thousands of 
similar fire losses. 


Specially trained experts, (not insurance companies,) after 


years of study and experience are called upon for this ser- 
vice and in practically every instance more effort is expended 
by these experts in giving the insuring public the facts upon 
which their conclusions are based than in communicating them 
to the companies involved. 


Every rating bureau has a force of inspectors and en- 


gineers who visit industrial and commercial plants, free of 
cost, and give expert advice on fire prevention and suggest 
improvements if possible by which the insured can lower 
his rates if he wishes. Practically every element of cost in 
fire insurance is subject to modification by the public, and it 
is really the people and not the insurance companies who fix- 
insurance rates. 


Insurance companies do not start or cause fires. They are 


by no means responsible for fire waste, the large percentage 
of which arises out of careless habits everywhere prevalent. 


People who disregard the simple rules of fire prevention are 


called upon to pay for their indulgence in habits of careless- 
ness. 


The insurance companies maintain the rating bureaus to 


educate the public in regard to fire hazards and to make 
equitable rates.
